Henry  Davis*  mother  was  Sarah  Wakefield  Davis,  a  daughter  of  William  Wakefield  of 
S.  C.  and  a  descendant  of  Thomas  Wakefield  who  came  from  England  and  settled  in  Nor¬ 
folk,  Va.  in  1635.  Wm.  Wakefield  served  in  the  war  of  1812-14;  moved  from  8.  C.  to 
Ind.  and  later  with  his  son,  Tiner,  moved  to  Appanoose  Co.,  Iowa,  where  he  lived  and 
died.  Henry  Davis  did  not  serve  in  the  Civil  War;  he  volunteered,  but  on  account  of 
a  slight  physical  ailment,  was  rejected. 
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Emeline  Halsted  Davis  was  a  descendant  of  a  number  of  distinguished  early  American 
families  which  include  such  names  as  Munson,  Wade,  Ogden,  Bruen,  Roberts,  Calkins, 
Moss,  Blatchley,  Lawrence,  Bassett,  Ball,  Huntington,  Bradley, ^Lathr op,  Pritchard 
and  Looker.  These  ancestors  established  towns  and  colleges,  served  in  assemblies  and 
fought  in  the  Colonial  Wars.  Later  their  descendants  served  their  country  in  high 
positions  of  state;  many  were  supreme  court  judges,  several  were  Governors  of  States, 
some  were  cabinet  members,  etc.  On  the  "family  tree"  are  listed  at  least  five  Presi¬ 
dents  of  the  United  States.  Five  known  ancestors  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War; 
Oliver  Halsted,  a  First  Lieutenant,  served  through  the  Civil  War.

The  Henry  Davis  family  was  a  closely  knit  harmonious  one,  bound  together  by  strong 
ties  of  affection.  In  the  early  1880 >s  the  Civil  War  was  only  two  decades  in  the 
past  and  during  the  long  winter  evenings  many  war  stories  were  told  and  many  Civil 
War  songs  sung.  The  heart-breaking,  plaintive  song  of  the  wounded  homesick  soldier 
is  an  example  of  some  of  the  songs: 

"Just  before  the  battle,  Mother 
I  am  thinking  most  of  you 


"Mother  dear,  your  boy  is  wounded 
And  the  night  is  drear  with  pain; 

And,  Oh,  I  long  to  see  you.  Mother 
And  the  dear  old  home  again. 

"Farewell,  Mother,  you  may  never 
Press  me  to  your  heart  again 
But,  oh,  you* 11  not  forget  me,  Mother 
If  I*m  numborod  with  the  slain".....  etc. 

And  the  more  familiar  and  popular  songs: 

"We*re  tenting  tonight  on  the  old  camp  ground, 

Give  us  a  song  to  cheer 

Our  weary  hearts,  a  song  of  home 

And  friends  we  love  so  dear 

Many  are  the  hearts  that  are  weary  to-night 
Waiting  for  the  war  to  cease 

Many  are  the  hearts  that  are  looking  for  the  right 
To  see  the  dawn  of  peace 

Tenting  to-night,  tenting  to-night 
Tenting  on  the  old  camp  ground,"  ....  etc. 

This  song  was  written  by  Walter  Kittrcdgc  and  was  sung  by  both  Union  and  Confo 
derate  soldiers........  And  this: 
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"In  the  prison  cell  I  sit, 

Thinking  Mother  dear  of  you 

And  our  bright  and  happy  home  -so  far  away. 

And  the  tears  they  fill  my  eyes 

In  spite  of  all  that  I  can  do 

Though  I  try  to  cheer  my  comrades  and  be  gay.” 

"Tramp,  tramp,  tramp,  the  boys  are  marching; 

Cheer  up,  comrades,  they  will  come. 

And  beneath  the  starry  flag 

We  shall  breathe  the  air  again 

Of  the  free  land  in  our  own  beloved  home." 

This  song  was  written  by  Geo,  F*  Root  and  was  one  of  the  best  known  Civil  War 
songs. 

"Maryland,  My  Maryland",  written  by  James  Ryder  Randall,  and  the"Battle  Hymn  of 
the  Republic",  the  melody  of  which  was  written  in  I856,  probably  by  William  Steffe, 
words  by  Julia  Ward  Howe  in  186l,  were  extremely  popular  songs*  The  latter  is  still 
used  by  churches  as  well  as  patriotic  groups.  These  and  many  other  Civil  War  and 
Folk  songs  became  familiar  to  the  Henry  Davis  children  in  their  early  years. 

The  Church  was  the  social  as  well  as  the  religious  center  in  those  early  days. 
Nearly  all  respectable  people  were  members  of  the  Church  and  attended  its  services. 
Friends  and  neighbors  for  miles  around  met  at  the  "Church"  on  Sunday,  and  after  ser¬ 
vices,  hospitable  homes  were  opened  to  friends.  The  Henry  Davis  home  was  always 
open  to  visiting  ministers  and  their  families.  When  Henry  Davis  passed  away  Oct.  13, 
1913,  his  son-in-law,  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Shoptaugh,  sent  the  following  message  to  a  Nat¬ 
ional  Religious  magazine: 

"Mrs.  Shoptaugh  has  just  received  word  of  the  death  of  her  father, 

Henry  Davis,  of  Unionville,  Mo.  Father  Davis  was  a  lifelong  Christian. 

Hi3  home  was  a  "Social  Center"  for  the  neighborhood.  He  was  blessed 
with  a  family  of  seven  children,  all  grown  to  manhood  and  womanhood. 

The  church  was  to  him  a  saving  institution.  He  loved  it  and  supported 
it.  His  home  was  the  home  of  the  minister.  He  leaves  to  the  world 
a  precious  legacy,  a  long,  consistent,  well-spent  Christian  life."

Even  in  those  early  years,  good  schools  had  been  established  in  the  country  dis¬ 
tricts,  and  high  class  teachers  employed.  The  Henry  Davis  children  had  to  walk  more 
than  a  mile  to  their  school.  When  winter  snows  were  deep,  Henry  Davis  hitched  a 
horse  to  a  short  thick  log  and  made  a  path  for  his  children  to  the  school.  He  placed 
large  logs  over  swollen  streams;  banisters  were  nailed  to  the  logs  so  children  could 
safely  cross. 

The  schools  wore  socially  minded  too,  and  during  tho  winter  season  the  district 
schools  visited  back  and  forth,  the  mode  of  entertainment  being  a  contest  in  spelling 
or  arithmetic.  Three,  sometimes  four,  schools  participated.  At  one  such  contest 
held  at  the  Waite  School  house,  little  Laura  Davis,  age  10  or  11,  spelled  everybody 
down  and  won  the  award  or  prize,  offered  to  the  best  speller.  She  was  so  frightened, 
or  nervous,  or  perhaps  excited,  that  she  kept  her  fingers  between  her  teeth  to  keep 
them  from  chattering. 

Socially  minded  also  were  the  neighbors  who  lived  in  these  early  pioneer  times, 
isolated  from  each  other  as  they  were  -  no  telephones,  no  automobiles,  etc.,  they 
felt  the  need  of  some  social  life  and  held  "get-togethers"  at  each  others  homes 
during  the  long  winter  evenings.  The  games  they  played  were  mostly  home-made,  but 
were  hilariously  funny,  and  after  an  evening  of  fun  and  frolic  substantial  refresh¬ 
ments  were  served,  which,  at  the  Henry  Davis  home,  consisted  of  ice-cold  milk  brought 
from  the  out-door  collar,  along  with  apples  and  nuts;  these  were  served  with  cake, 
cookies  or  doughnuts,  and  coffee. 
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The  ALLEYS  of  Franklin  County,  Ind.;;  and  the  (New  Light)  Christian  Church 
(written  in  1949  for  an  Historical  Society.  It  seems  appropriate  to 
include  it  here.) 

SAMUEL  ALLEY,  (b.  1761  in  Va.,  d.  1847,  Shelby  Co.,  Ind. ) ,  Revolutionary  War 
Soldier,  probably  came  to  Franklin  Co. ,  Ind.  as  early  as  1810.  The  County  records 
Show  that  SAMUEL,  DAVID,  DODDRIDGE  and  JONATHAN  ALLEY  paid  taxes  in  1811.  SAMUEL 
ALLEY'S  land  grant  in  1812  was  in  Township  11,  Range  13,  Section  7«  Othor  ALLEYS 
entered  land  at  the  same  time.  These  ALLEYS,  emigrating  from  Va.,  formed  a  settle¬ 
ment  on  Pipe  Creek,  where  they  lived  for  many  years.  Frequent  mention  is  made  of 
them  in  the  Franklin  County,  Ind,  History,  by  Reifel.  A  few  quotations:.  "Several 
of  the  ALLEYS  on  Pipe  Creek  were  early  settlers  and  New  Lights."  Preaching  places: 
"One  at  Widow  ALLEY'S  and  one  at  ALLEY'S  Chapel."  "ALLEYS  on  Pipe  Creek".  "There 
was  a  preaching  place  very  early  at  ALLEY'S  on  Pipe  Creek."  "JONATHAN  ALLEY  was 
the  best  known  minister  of  this  Church  (New  Lights)  in  this  County." 

SAMUEL  ALLEY  (1761-1847)  was  probably  a  minister  of  this  Christian  (New  Light) 
faith.  We  know  he  was  a  writer,  but  so  far  as  is  known  only  one  example  of  his 
writings  is  now  in  existence,  a  book  "Error  Reproved-or-Counsel  to  my  Children". 

A  descendant,  Mrs.  E.  A.  Porter  (Hester  Alley)  of  Westport,  Ind.,  is  the  proud 
owner  of  this  work.  She  is  a  member  of  the  Christian  Church.  The  Rev.  James  Mat¬ 
thew  Alley,  Christian  Church  minister  and  Evangelist,  is  also  a  descendant  of 
SAMUEL.  Another  descendant,  and  also  a  member  of  the  Christian  Church,  is  Mrs. 

Lida  Beaty  Jackson  of  Orleans,  Ind.  Her  husband  is  a  former  governor  of  Indiana. 

It  would  seem  that  the  descendants  of  this  SAMUEL  ALLEY  are  now  a  great  multitude, 
and  many  of  them  members  of  the  Christian  Church. 

JONATHAN  ALLEY,  son  of  SAMUEL,  was  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  and  also  served  as 
Justice  of  the  Peace  at  Brookville,  Ind.,  according  to  Franklin  Co.  records.  A 
daughter  of  JONATHAN,  Salley  Alloy,  married  the  Reverend  John  Blades.  He  was  pro¬ 
bably  a  New  Light  Christian  preacher,  though  he  frequently  preached  at  the  Little 
Cedar  Grove  Baptist  Church,  and  is  listed  as  one  of  their  well  known  ministers. 

This  Church,  one  of  the  oldest  in  Indiana,  is  located  three  miles  south  of  Brook¬ 
ville.  Many  of  the  early  settlers  belonged  to  this  Church,  which  was  served  by 
strong,  faithful  ministers.  Built  in  1812,  it  still  stands,  but  is  now  the  property 
of  the  Brookville  Historical  Society.  Another  daughter  of  JONATHAN  ALLEY,  Lucinda 
Alley,  married  Oliver  Halsted;  they  had  daughter,  EMELINE  HALSTED  who  married  Henry 
Davis. 


NEW  LIGHT  CHRISTIANS  IN  PUTNAM  COUNTY,  MISSOURI 
As  I  Remember  It 

HENRY  DAVIS  and  wife,  EMELINS,  his  brother,  Jonathan  Davis  and  wife,  Elizabeth, 
moved  to  Missouri  in  1868.  In  1869  they  established  permanent  homes  in  Putnam  Co., 
Mo.  About  this  same  time  there  were  a  number  of  other  emigrants  from  Franklin  Co., 
Ind.  to  Putnam  Co.,  Mb.  and  to  Southern  Iowa,  the  most  of  them  related.  Among 
these  were  the  Rev.  Lewis  Davis  and  his  wife  Betsey  Wakefield  Davis.  Rev.  Davis  was 
a  Christian  Church  minister  who  had  served  through  the  Civil  War  as  a  Chaplain. 

He  was  an  uncle  of  Henry  Davis,  being  a  brother  of  Thornton  Davis,  and  his  wife  was 
an  aunt,  a  sister  of  Sarah  Wakefield  Davis,  mother  of  Henry  Davis. 

REV.  DAVIS  and  wife  first  settled  in  Southern  Iowa  but  later  moved  to  Putnam  Co., 
Mo.,  where  they  purchased  a  small  farm  at  "Round  Bottom",  and  built  a  home,  three 
miles  north  of  Unionville.  Soon  a  Christian  Church  was  established,  which  met  in 
their  home,  or  there  may  have  been  a  small  meeting  house.  Later,  Rev.  Lewis  Davis 
and  wife  moved  into  Unionville  where  they  passed  their  declining  hons^W^t^u^ 

SOMETIME  in  the  early  1880 's,  or  earlier,  a  New  Light  Christian  Church  was  estab¬ 
lished  which  served  the  Waite  School  District  and  surrounding  neighborhood;  they 
held  their  meetings  at  the  Waite  School  House,  which  was  about  five  miles  north  of 
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Unionvilie  and  one  mile  from  the  Henry  Davis  home;  the  organizing  minister  of  this 
church  is  unknown.  For  years  this  church  had  a  large  mambership  and  was  a  powerful 
force  for  righteousness  in  the  community.  Strong  (New  Light).  Christian  ministers 
served  this  church  over  a  period  of  years.  Great  revival  meetings  were  held,  A 
good  Sunday  School  was  maintained;  prayer  meetings  were  held  on  Wednesday  nights, 

ALONG  the  strong  ministers  who  served  this  country  church  and  held  more  than 
one  Evangelistic  meeting  was  C.  Deweese,  Indian  Grove,  Mo,,  tall,  dignified,  an 
eloquent  and  powerful  speaker.  Another  was  C.  Vf,  Webster,  Galt,  Mo.,  a  short, 
thick-set  man,  noted  for  his  great  faith  and  forceful  speaking.  Practically  all  the 
ministers  that  served  this  Church  stayed  at  the  Henry  Davis  home,  where  they  were 
comfortably  housed  and  well  fed.  Sometimes  they  stayed  a  week,  sometimes  two  or 
three  weeks.  Sometimes  a  minister  would  bring  his  family  and  stay  from  Saturday 
till  Monday, 

THE  NUMEROUS  converts  that  came  into  this  Church  were  baptized  in  Blackbird 
Creek  on  the  Henry  Davis  farm.  This  Creek,  flowing  eastx:ard  and  emptying  some 
twenty  miles  away  into  the  Chariton  River,  ran  through  the  Davis  farm.  The  four 
oldest  daughters  of  the  Henry  Davises  were  baptized  in  this  creek,  the  oldest  two 
i/ith  their  husbands. 

THIS  NEW  LIGHT  CHRISTIAN  CHURCH  never  owned  a  house  of  worship  and  in  the  1890 *s 
it  disintegrated.  (The  minister  suddenly  began  preaching  a  new  doctrine  which  was 
not  acceptable  to  the  membership  and  caused  dissension).  The  Methodists  immediate¬ 
ly  came  in.  They  moved  their  Wesley  Chapel  from  its  location  several  miles  to  the 
north,  to  within  a  half  mile  or  so  of  the  Waite  School  House.  They  still  have  a 
good  organization  there.  (1950), 

IN  1892  the  Henry  Davis  family  moved  into  Unionville  and  affiliated  with  the 
Christian  Church  there.  Members  of  the  family  have  been  active  in  that  church  for 
almost  sixty  years. 


NANCY  DAVIS  -  REV.  WILLIAM  A.  MATTHEWS

The  Rev.  Wm.  A.  Matthews,  a  handsome  and  distinguished  looking  man,  was  educated 
for  the  ministry,  graduating  from  Moore’s  Hill  College  in  I869.  He  was  an  able 
preacher;  his  wife,  a  valuable  assistant.  Together  they  gave  full  time  to  pastorates 
in  the  northwest  Indiana  (Methodist)  Conference,  In  1896  thoy  wero  in  charge  of  tho 
Trinity  Methodist  Church  at  Kentland,  Ind. 

Nancy  Davis  Matthews,  the  last  27  years  of  her  life,  made  her  home  with  her  son. 
Dr.  William  Curtiss  Matthews,  in  Kentland,  Ind.  She  was  much  loved  for  her  beauti- 
fUi  character  as  exemplified  in  her  kind  words  and  deeds.  Preceding  the  funeral 
rites  at  the  Trinity  Methodist  Church  her  body  lay  in  state  at  the  church.

SOME  EARLY  ENGLISH  WAKEFIELDS. 

The  Domesday  Book,  the  remarkable  survey  of  all  England,  which  lasted  six  years, 
was  completed  in  1086.  The  name  WAKEFIELD  (wachefeld)  is  mentioned  in  the  Domes¬ 
day  Book. 

FATHER  ALAMIS  DE  WAKERFIELD  was  one  of  the  Divinity  readers  at  the  University 
of  Oxford,  A.D.  1225-50. 

In  1322  license  was  granted  to  MASTER  JOHN  DE  WAKEFIELD,  Chaplain,  to  endow  a 
Chantry  in  the  Church  of  all  Saints  of  WAKEFIELD,  to  pray  for  the  souls  of  the  same 
John  and  his  parents,  brothers  and  sisters. 

’’July  15,  1359,  WILLIAM  DE  WAKEFIELD  is  appointed  keepre  of  the  writs  concerning 
Britain.  July  16,  1359,  the  King  orders  the  Geneschal  of  Gascony  and  the  Constable 
of  Bordeaux  to  grant  letters  of  marke  to  WILLIAM  DE  WAKEFIELD,  citizen  of  Bordeaux”- 
Rymer’s  Foedera. 

’’The  Lord  Treasureship, - has  generally  been  the  highest  political  office 

in  the  state.  Chronological  list  of  Lord  Treasurers  of  England;  reign  of  King 
Henry  III,  1377,  HENRY  WAKEFIELD,  bishop  of  Worcester.  Diocese  of  Worcester.  This 
soe  was  founded  by  Ethelred,  King  of  the  Mercians,  in  the  year  679*  -  Chronolo¬ 

gical  list  of  bishops:  1375,  HENRY  WAKEFIELD,  Archdeacon  of  Canterbury,  Lord  Trea¬ 
surer,”  -  Book  of  Dignitaries,  by  Joseph  Hayden  and  Horace  Ockerby. 

Pope  Gregory  II,  by  his  bull  dated  on  the  2nd  of  the  Ides  of  September,  1375, 
constituted  HENRY  DE  WAKEFIELD,  bishop.  He  was  consecrated  in  the  bishop  of  Ely*s 
Chapel  at  Hatfield  on  the  28th  of  October  following  (1375)  and  enthroned  in  his 
cathedral  March  30,  1376.  In  1377  he  became  high  treasurer  of  England.  In  1380 
he  finished  his  addition  of  two  arches  to  the  west  end  of  the  nave  of  his  cathedral 

with  a  stately  window,  and  in  1386  added  the  north  porch. -  BISHOP  WAKEFIELD 

died  at  Blokley,  March  11,  1395*  He  was  buried  near  the  stone  pulpitat  the  west 
end  of  the  nave  of  the  cathedral.” -  From  Monasticon  Anglicanum,  Vol.  I,  page  576. 

"A  NEW  GENERAL  BIOGRAPHICAL  DICTIONARY.”  (Rev.  Hugh  James  Rose,  B.D.,  Vol. 

XII,  p.  393:  -  WAKEFIELD,  ROBERT,  a  learned  divine,  was  born  in  the  north  of  Eng¬ 
land  and  educated  at  the  University  of  Cambridge,  whence,  after  taking  his  degrees 
in  arts,  he  went  abroad  to  study  the  oriental  languages.  In  a  few  years  he  made 
considerable  progress  in  the  Greek,  Hebrew,  Chaldee,  and  Syriac,  and  taught  these 
languages  at  Paris  and  in  Germany.  In  1519  he  was  made  professor  at  Louvain;  after 
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holding  that  office  only  a  fev;  months  he  returned  home  and  became  chaplain  to  Dr, 
Pace,  then  dean  of  St.  Paul’s,  who  recommended  him  to  Henry  VIII  as  an  able  lin¬ 
guist,  and  he  was  then  sent  to  Cambridge  and  there  honored  with  the  degree  of 

B.D.  He  was  Chaplain  to  the  King  in  1524.  -  He  died  in  1537.  He  left  some 

learned  works  in  Hebrew,  Arabic  and  other  languages. 

RECTORS  OF  THE  CHURCH  OF  HORSEHEATH  (FROM  YE  REGISTER) : 

In  the  library  belonging  to  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Durham,  among  the  manus¬ 
cripts  of  Dr.  Christopher  Hunter,  are  two  common-place  books,  which  belong  to  the 
family  of  WAKEFIELD,  two  of  whom  were  rectors  of  Horseheath.  In  manuscript  Hunter 
19  and  453  occurs  the  following  memorandum  that  ’’THOMAS  WAKEFIELD,  bachelor  of  Di¬ 
vinity,  etc.,  rector  of  Horselieath,  in  the  county  of  Cambridge  was  born  at  Rad- 
winter,  in  the  county  of  Essex, ,  and  THOMAS  WAKEFIELD,  sonne  of  said  Thomas 
was  also  rector  of  Horseheath  and  born  there  October  23,  and  baptized  October  28, 
1600,  and  buried  at  Horseheath  aforesaid,  February  8,  1668.”  And  Mary,  the  wife 
of  the  said  Thomas,  the  sonne,  was  buried  at 'Horseheath  May  30,  Anno  Domini),  1638. 

Nathaniel,  the  son  of  the  said  Thomas  and  Mary - took  the  degree  of  Master  of 

Arts  in  Cambridge,  anno,  1659.  (p.  399).  On  the  first  leaf  of  the  same  is  this: 
’’ELIZABETH  WAKEFIELD,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth,  baptised  August  5,  1645.”

WAKEFIELD  BROTHERS  COKE  TO  AMERICA 

Three  Wakefield  brothers  came  to  America  from  England  about  the  same  time. 

Their  names:  Thomas,  John  and  Richard.  It  is  not  believed  that  they  came  over  in 
the  same  ship,  as  there  are  records  only  of  THOMAS  WAKEFIELD  whose  name  is  listed 
among  the  early  emigrants  from  England  to  Virginia  in  the  ’’America”  6-23-1635, 
William  Barker,  Master. 

”A  certificate  from  the  minister  of  the  town  of  Gravesend,  of  conformity  to  the 
order  and  discipline  of  the  Church  of  England,  accompanied  it.”  Gravesend  in  Eng¬ 
land  was  an  ancient  seat  of  the  Wakefield  family,  as  is  shown  by  a  record  of  an 
inscription  from  the  Gravesend  Churchyard,  of  Mrs.  Charlotte  Wakefield.  Gravesend 
is  a  river  port,  and  boundary  of  the  port  of  London. 

The  brothers,  John  and  Richard,  probably  came  over  just  before  Thomas,  or  fol¬ 
lowed  in  another  ship  soon  after.  While  Colonial  records  of  the  southern  coast 
states  are  silent  as  to  how  the  three  young  men  spent  the  first  score  of  years,  it 
is  believed  they  settled  first  at  Norfolk,  Va.  Later  Thomas  and  Richard  moved  to 
Charles  Co.,  Md,  and  records  show  that  John  removed  to  Martha’s  Vineyard,  Mass, 
sometimo  prior  to  1647*  John  Wakefield  became  the  progenitor  of  the  northern 
branch  of  Wakefields.  A  history  has  been  written  about  this  branch  of  Wakefields,  - 
a  large  handsome  volume  called  ’’The  Wakefield  Memorial”.  According  to  this  "Memor¬ 
ial”  records  show  that  "John  Wakefield  retained  his  relations  with  his  brothers  in 
Maryland,  after  his  removal,  and  conducted  his  own  business  interests  there  by  oc¬ 
casional  trips.  The  records  of  the  avocation  of  John,  as  a  boatman  or  a  ship¬ 
wright,  and  his  possession  of  a  half  interest  in  ’one  old  boat’  and  ’one  new  boat’, 
in  the  records  of  the  administration  of  his  estate,  tend  strongly  to  confirm  the 
theory  of  his  commercial  relations  with  Thomas  and  Richard  Wakefield,  of  Maryland, 
the  boats  being  used  for  intercourse  up  and  down  the  coast.  Also,  John’s  son, 
Samuel,  who  on  his  removal  to  Salem,  after  his  father’s  death,  engaged  also  in 
coast  trading  and  furthermore  with  nearly  the  same  locality,  in  Maryland." 

This  coast  trading  between  John  of  Boston  and  Thomas  and  Richard,  of  Maryland, 
was  undoubtedly  also  the  original  occupation  that  caused  John’s  son,  John,  and 
several  of  his  grandsons  to  become  mariners.

The  following  are  excerpts  from  a  letter  written  by  W.  T.  Wakefield  in  1813  to 
his  niece  in  answer  to  a  request  for  information  about  his  family:  "About  the 
history  of  father's  family:  my  great-grandfather's  name  was  Abel,  if  my  memory 
serves  me  right.  They  were  English  before  coming  to  Baltimore  about  the  close  of 

the  war.  -  My  grandfather  was  Thomas;  he  died  in  South  Carolina;  my  father's 

name  was  William;  he  was  in  the  War  of  1812;  came  to  Cincinnati  after  the  war 
closed.  Came  to  Iowa  185_?  (Writing  not  clear). 

"Abel  Wakefield,  my  great-grandfather  had  a  grant  for  160  acres  in  the  business 

part  of  Baltimore  -  I  saw  a  copy  of  the  original  deed  from  King  George.  Had  a 

copy  of  the  deed  at  my  house  about  60  years  ago.  I  think  the  original  had  been 
made  about  55  years.  I  know  but  little  about  my  mother;  she  had  two  brothers 
that  died  in  South  Carolina;  one  of  them  never  married.  My  mother's  name  was  Polly 
Shirley."  W.T.  Wakefield  was  84  when  he  wrote  this  letter.  Some  of  the  data  he 
gives  must  be  error,  some  tradition. 

W.  T.  Wakefield  and  wife  came  to  Iowa  in  1855,  and  "homesteaded"  a  160  acre  farm 
in  Appanoose  Co.;  they  built  a  spacious  two  story  house  and  raised  their  family 
here.  Later  their  youngest  son,  Jesse,  came  into  possession  of  the  farm  and  reared 
a  large  family.  At  present  (1952)  Jesse  and  wife  live  in  Piano  and  their  daughter, 
May,  lives  on  the  farm,  which  she  now  owns.  May  Wakefield  Cochran  has  taught  in 
the  public  schools  for  almost  30  years.
